While Women 
Cook Breakfast 


Stockholm, Sept. 29. 


; Women cooking breakfast scrcamed in terror today 
when their homes bogan fo fall in a fandslido which swept 
a whole village of 2,000 people nearly two miles into a 


river. 


More than one hundred 
were missing tonight, fear- 
ed dragged into the river 
with the crumbling muson- 
ry. Only one was officially 
reported “killed. 

Thousands of slimy tons of 
clay subsoil, souked by rain, 
carried with {t.40 three-storeyed 
blocks of fints in the 1ndus- 
trial village -of ‘Surte, neat 
Gotenbury, into the Gota 
River, nearly -100 yards away, 

Mothers, who scrambled oul 
as their homes collapsed about 
them, slithered, weeping, -round 
the debris crying out for their 
children. 


One said: “1 grabbed my 
four-ycar-oid son and tried to 
run outside, but the house was 
falloping: madly towards the 
river. Then it stopped with a 
Jerk. The front split) in two 
and we walked out unhurt 
through the big crack.” 

A bank clerk's wife, Julla 
Arsson, had just Onished cook- 
ingt breakfast ,when che heard 
a crashing, tearing nolse. “f 
thought the end of the world 
had come. The house began to 
sway and plaster fell from tie 
roof,” she said. : 

This afternoon only o giant 
yawning canyon in the mud— 
60 feet decp—showed _ where 
the Industrial village of Surte 


used to stand, But the swol- 
Ien river of Gotn wos dammed 
by rubble that had once” been 
the village. 

HOUSES FELL APART 

Some houses fell apart, some 
toppled on the edge and some 
rema{ned tilting drunkenly over 
the swollen river. 

Surte’s railway station stood 
right way up on the river bed. 
Firemen hacked through the 
roof—the only part showing— 
to get the station mistress out. 

Thousands of tons of clay 
blocked the river to all ship. 
ping. Tonight the river level 
war still rising and  cnginecrs 
thought, that they might have to 
dynamite o passage for the 
flood waters to’ avert worse 
landslides. . 

Gas, water and clectric mal 
were ripped from the | ground 
and knotted — Lik Kenitting. 
About “300 yards railway 
track ond 800 yards of road dis- 
appeared, = 


Miss’! Wilma = Weonerberg, 
aged 50, wan killed in her cella; 
where she took shelter when 
the building -bogan to sway. 

Twenty Injured persons had 
been dragged from the wrecked 
flats by late afternoon. Hospitals 
ir Gothenburg were warned to 
hove beds ready. Five hundred 
veoplo lived in the wrecked 
Oats. 

All those residents of the 
flnts who loft before the lands 
slide were asked over Stockholm 
Radio to report to the police 
so that the number at home 
when the buildings collapsed 
could b2 checked. 

Professor Hjalmar Grandhoim, 
of Gothenburg University, to- 
night warned the authorilles 
that another landslide must be 
expected. Troops were called 
out to reinforce the police cord- 
un around the vanished village, 
and salvage ships tried to shift 
thousands of tons of clay block- 
ing. the swollen river which 
threatened to flood its bank and 
engulf the rescue workers, 

People living in the handful 
of houses left standing above the 
chusm, which opencd when the 
40 blocks of flats toppled over 
and stid Into the 
evacuated. 


CARPET OF LOGS 


Sappers threw a pontoon bridge 
over the river to bring up 
more troops and rescue workers. 
Other faoppers wero tying a 
carpet of logs, dragged up by 
tractors, to span the chasm ond 
reopen iund communications.

3. United Nations forces 
should not remain ‘n any part 
of Koren except so for as 
necessary to achieve stability 
and fair clections.--Reuter. 


BEVIN’'S VIEW 
New York, Sept, 29, 

The British Foreign Scerct- 
ary, Mr Ernest. Bevin, said. to- 
day that the 38th Parallel “‘al- 
most automatically disappears” 
if the objective was a united 
and free Korea: 

Mr Bevin was leaving by 
the Queen Elizabeth after at- 
tending the Forclgn Ministera’ 
conference in New York and 
the ‘United Natlons’ General 
Assembly at * Flushing Mca- 
dow. 

“It you proceed to deal with 
Korea as Korea”, he said, “and 
if you want a united and free 
Kores, the 38th Parallel almost 
sutomatically. disappears. . 

“You should not look back at 
what was done,” he told news- 
men, but rather at the picture 
of Korea If we do the right thing 
now.”
